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British armoured, 
car squadron .

The 100- 
strong contingent from the 
Queen's Dragoon Guards is the 
smallest component of the force 
□umbering more than 4,500 men 
from- tire United States, France 
and Italy. 

■ Somali rebels claim 20 
troopers killed 

NAIROBI (R) — Somali guer- 
rillas opposed to President 
Mohammad Siad Barns say they 
killed 20 government troops in a 
raid in northern Somalia last 
week. Radio Halgan, mouthpiece 
of the anti-Baire Somali National. 
Movement (SNM), said in 
broadcast monitored here that the 
fighting took place at Goraya 
Cawl in the Togdbeer region on 
the border with ’Ethiopia. 
Sporadic clashes have erupted 
along the border since June last 
year and Somalia has accused' its 
arch-enemy. Ethiopia, of taking 
part in the fighting. Bui Ethiopia 
says only anti-Barre rebels are 
involved. 

Australian opposition 
promises to recall 
troops in Sinai 

CANBERRA (R) — The new 
leader of Australia’s opposition 
Labour Party said Tuesday it 
would withdraw the country's 
peacekeeping force now in the 
Sinai if it won the general election 
on March 5. Bob Hawke, a former 
head of Australia’s Trade Union 
Council, was speaking at a press 
conference after being unani- 
mously elected Labour's leader. 
He replaced Bill Hayden, who 
said last week he was standing 
down in the party’s interests. 
Labour has been in opposition to 
the Liberal-National coalition 
government for seven years. The 
party’s policy statement will not 
be announced until Thursday, but 
Mr. Hawke said Tuesday that if 
Labour cam c to power it would 
remove the 109 Australians now 
serving with the multi-national 
force in SinaL " 

Poland not to consider 
immediate amnesty 

WARSAW (R) — Poland will not 
consider an amnesty for political 
prisoners until sufficient stability 
has been achieved, the gov- 
ernment spokesman said T uesday. 
Jerzy Urban said more than 1,500 
detainees had applied for cle- 
mency under a scheme announced 
last December when martial law 
was suspended, but among them 
were common criminals. 

Khomeini’s relative 
may have diplomatic 
immunity in Bonn 

DUESSELDORF (R) — Former 
Iranian Deputy Premier Sadeq 
Tabatabai, whose detention here 
on drug charges has clouded rela- 
tions between Bonn and Tehran, 
may be entitled to diplomatic 
immunity, a Duesseldorf court 
spokesman said Tuesday. Mr. 
Tabatabai, 39. who was arrested 
at Duesseldorf airport last month 
after customs officers found 1.6 
kilogrammes of raw opium in his 
luggage, is the brother-in-law of 
Iranian leader Ayatollah Ruhol- 
lah Khomeini's son Ahmad. 
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Paris welcomes Jordan-PLO talks 

AMMAN (Petra) — French External Relations Minister Claude 
Cheysson said Tuesday he is looking forward for a visit to Jordan 
soon to get a briefing from Jordanian officials on talks between 
Jordan and the Palestine Liberation Organisation (PLO). In a 
statement to the Paris correspondent of the Jordanian News 
Agency. Petra, Mr. Cheysson said France has received the 
Jordanian-Palestinian dialogue with satisfaction. Mr. Cheysson 
. said any agreement between Jordan and the PLO on peace 
negotiations involving the area “would be welcomed and sup- 
ported by France.” Mr. Cheysson said that peace cannot be 
■achieved in the Middle East except through negotiations between 
Palestinians and Israel and with the participation of all sides 
directly concerned with the area's crisis. He explained that 
member states of the United Nations Security Council could play 
, a supportive role, in negotiations.

massacre inquiry suggests 
Sharon’s resignation or dismissal 


TEL AVTV (R) — An Israeli judicial inquiry 
into the massacre of Palestinian refugees in 
Beirut last September called Tuesday for the 
resignation of Defence Minister Ariel Sharon 
and criticised Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin. " 


The severity of the long- 
awaited report surprised many 
' Israelis and set off a government 
crisis. Opposition Labour Party 
leader Shimon Peres demanded 
the immediate dismissal of Mr. 
Sharon. - 

Mr. Begin consulted his coal- 
ition partners on the future of Mr. 
Sharon, the principal architect of 
Israers invasion of Lebanon last 
■June, and then summoned the 
cabinet into an emergency session. 

An official statement after the 
cabinet meeting said only that 
there would be a further meeting ■ 
Wednesday. 

Cabinet officials, who refused 
to be identified, said the ministers, 
including Mr. Sharon, suggested 
accepting the report. 

On the future of Mr. Sharon, 
the officials said, there were no 
alternate views. 

But they indicated that Mr. Sha- 
ron was refusing to step down vol- 
untarily and Mr. Begin was reluc- 
tant to sack him. 

State radio reported that Mr. 
Sharon declined to comment on 


his future after emerging from a 
90-minute meeting with Mr. 
Begin Tuesday morning after the 
report wa§ published. 

The three-month investigation, 
headed by Chief Justice Yitzhak 
Kahan, found that Israel bore 
indirect responsibility for the mas- 
sacre of Palestinian refugees by 
Lebanese rightist militia in south 
Beirut's Sabra and Shatila camps. 

Apart from severely censuring 
Mr. Sharon, the 108-page report 
criticised Mr. Begin and six other 
political or military leaders in var- 
ying degrees. 

Mr. Sharon was blamed for not 
foreseeing the possibility of the 
Falangist militia running amok 
when he decided to sendthem into 
the two camps. 

The report said he disregarded 
the danger that the Falangists 
would commit atrocities againsj 
the Palestinians and failed in his 
humanitarian obligation. 

The three-man inquiry called it 
a grave mistake which required 
the minister's resignation or dis- 
missal. 


Mr. Begin was criticised for 
what the report termed his indif- 
ference to the military decision. 
“The prime minister’s lack of 
involvement in the entire matter 
casts on him a certain degree of 
responsibility,’’ the report said. 

But it did not recommend any 
action against the prime minister, 
who testified that he did not know 
of the massacre until about 12 
hours after the Falangists left the 
camps. 

Others criticised by the com- 
mission were Chief-of-State Ll- 
GeiL Rafael Ejtan. military intel- 
ligence director Yehoshua Saguy, 
Gen. Amir Drori, Israel’s north- 
ern region commander who was in 
charge of all forces in Lebanon at 
the time, Brig.-Gen. Amos Yaron. 
who was in charge of Israeli troops 
in the Beirut area, and the head of 
the Mossad intelligence service, 
whose name is kept secret. 

Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir,, who cut short a visit to. 
Europe Tuesday to fly home, was 
faulted for failing to pass on early 
information he received about the 
massacre. 

The commission said it was "dif- 
ficult to find justification for such 
disdain," but did not suggest 
action against Mr. Shamir. 

It recommended that Gen. 
Saguy be dismissed from his post 
and that Gen. Yaron hold no field 
post for three years. 

Some of its strongest words 


were levelled at Gen. E itan. It said 
his failure to take steps to avoid 
the danger of a massacre was tan- 
tamount to a breach of duty, but 
added tbaL as he was about to 
retire, it was meaningless to seek 
his sacking. 

Mr. Begin had no public com- 
ment on tiie report, but his aides 
had said in advance that he would 
press for an early general election 
if his government was censured. 

The small religious parties 
which make up his coalition have 
opposed a fresh poll, apparently 
for fear of losing Knesset (par- 
liamentary) seats. 

• Aides of Labour leader Peres 
said he would wait for Mr. Begin's 
reaction before taking any further 
steps beyond his call for Mr. Sha- 
ron's resignation. 

A Labour member, who asked 
not to be named, said the feeling in 
his party was that the whole Begin 
government was morally obliged 
to step down even though the 
report had not suggested it. 

The Labour Party apparently 
hoped the commission's findings 
could allow it to form a coalition 
government in alliance with the 
religious parties.

Arafat says massacre report incomplete 


AMMAN (Agencies) — Pales- 
tinian leader Yasser Arafat .said. 
Tuesday that the conclusions of 
Israel’s inquiry into the Beirut 
massacre last September were 
important but incomplete, the 
Palestinian news agency WAFA 
said. 

WAFA said Mr. Arafat, chair- 
man of the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) Executive 
Committee, told Jordan Tele- 
vision that the conclusions were 
incomplete "because they did not 
include a decisive condemnation 
of Menachem Begin and members 
of his government who are 
involved, with American support.' 
in the shameful massacre." 


WAFA said Mr.jArafat told the 
television that an-, international 
tribunal should be set up to inves- 
tigate the massacre. 

In an interview broadcast on 
British television. Mr. Arafat said 
an international court should try 
Israelis and Americans -for the 
massacre. 

He said: ‘Tm asking the whole 
international public opinion to 
take it into consideration and to 
have an international court, like 
the Nuremburg court ftHnr * : ’d 
Nazi war criminals after «... 
War II), not only for the Israelis 
but for the Americans top.” 

“The Americans have been 


involved with these dirty and 
■shameful massacres and geuo-. 
cide,” he added. 

The interview, by an American 
network, was carried on British 
independent television.

Israel delaying pullout, Reagan says 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
Israel is "unnecessarily delaying” 
withdrawal of its forces from 
Lebanon, President Reagan 
charged Monday. 

Answering questions from tele- 
vision personalities from the 
Washington area, the president 
said that technically Israel is main- 
taining its troops in Lebanon "by 
force” since the government of 
Lebanon has asked them to leave. 
He again referred to the Israeli 
troops as "an occupying force.’* 

The president said that Israel is 
neglecting” a ‘'certain moral 
point" in Lebanon, since the new 
government has asked all foreign 


forces to depart. 

Israers failure, to comply with 
that request, the president said, 
“puts them technically in the pos- 
ition of an occupying force, that 
they are there by force in this 
country that has said to them, “we 
now want you to deport.” 

Mr. Reagan said he has sent 
special envoy Philip Habib back to 
the Middle East ■'with a proposal 
and a plan” that he hopes will per- 
suade Israel to withdraw. Mr. . 
Reagan noted again the close con- 
nection between the prospect of 
progress in Lebanon and the pos- 
sibility of achieving results in the 
broader Middle East peace pro- 


cess. He said Arab nations “are 
reluctant" to join that broader 
process until they see a - 'gesture of 
good will" in Lebanon. 

The president said he . and 
Israeli Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin have “established quite a 
personal bond” during Mr. 
Begin's visits to the United States, 
but he said on the issue of Leba- 
non, “If s true we disagree." 

Mr. Reagan said one of the "big 
contentions” in U.S. efforts to 
draw Arab nations into the peace 
process “is the withdrawal of all 
foreign forces from Lebanon. And 
Israel is delaying, we believe, 
unnecessarily in that,” he said. 


BEIRUT (R) — The mountains 
southeast of Beirut were relatively 
quiet Tuesday following an 
Israeli-arranged truce between 
Lebanese Christians and Druze 
.Muslims, according to spokesmen 
for all three parties. 

An Israeli military spokesman 
near Beirut said there was "not a 
shot, not a firecracker over the 
whole front." 

A spokesman for the rightist 
“Lebanese Forces" reported one 
three-minute shooting incident 
between the Druze town of Aitat 
and rightist positions in nearby 
Souq AJGharb. 

In the coastal town of ithalde, 
south of Beirut Lebanese and 
Israeli negotiators held ooe hour 
of talks on the withdrawal of 
Israel's invasion force from Leba- 
non and furore relations between 
the two countries. 

But the talks were over- 
shadowed by the publication in 
Israel of a commission of inquiry 
report sharply criticising Israeli 
military leaders over IasL Sep- 
tember's Beirut massacre of hun- 
dreds of Palestinians. The KhaJde 
meeting ended after just over an 
hour and the Israeli team hurried 
home.

U.S. human rights report criticises 
Israeli policy of encouraging settlers 
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WASHINGTON ( R) — A human . 
rights report published by the 
Reagan adminiffiration Tuesday 
criticised Israel for encouraging its 
citizens to settle in the Arab ter- 
ritories occupied in the 1967 war, 
a policy it said had exacerbated 
human rights abuses in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. ^ 

The ann ual report, prepared by 
the State Department under, a 

requirement laid down 6y. .‘Con- . 
grass, said that the human rights- 
situation in Israel and'^be 
occupied territories had 'npf 
altered much since 1981 and fcrss 
not expected to change radically in 

the future. ■- *\ 

The report Also said that the*,; 
h uman rights climate in Egypt has 
improved with the release, of a 
.number of political prisoners! Y‘* 
Human rights under right-win^ - 
governments around the world- 
had improved in the past year- but 
that harsh conditions persisted, 
under Communist regimes, the 


report said. 

The report .reiterated Mr. 
Reagan’s preference for quiet dip- 
lomacy rather than former Pres- 
ident Jimmy Carter’s public con- 
demnation of abuses' to put pres- 
sure on repressive regimes. 

Latin .American and Caribbean 
countries threatened- by insurgen- 
■ cies ' and those "with leftist gov- 
ernments remained the worst 
human rights violators, the report 
said. 

Asia also, it said, the pattern 
was : humai? rights improvements 
under right-wing governments but 
'persistent bad’ conditions under 
-communism. - 

' The State • Department said 
. raciaK .separation had brought 
’ increased violence both inside 
South Africa and to its neighbours 
despite proposals for reform. 

Latin America 

In El Salvador, where the 


civilian-military junta is sup- 
ported by Washington, there were 
signs of improvement last year, 
although serious human rights 
problems persisted, the report 
said. 

It said the number of 
politically-motivated killings and 
disappearances reported in 1982 
dropped substantially from the 
previous year and that “the armed 

forces demonstrated an increased 
awareness of the need to respect 
human rights.” 

There had been improvement 
under the military regime in 
Guatemala, which the United 
States also' backs in its struggle 
against leftist guerrillas. 

The government of Gen. Jose 
ft-frain Rios Montt, which took 
over last jilkrch. had committed 
itself to ending human rights 
abuses under the previous regime, 
the report said. 

"In Guatemala's cities there has 
been a marked decrease in killings 


and disappearances.... although 
some abuses continue to be 
reported." 

Under the military regimes of 
Argentina and Chile Lhere was 
progress on the human rights 
front, although the pace of 
improvements in Chile had 
slowed. 

In Argentina the freedom of 
political parties increased, polit- 
ical prisoners were released at a 
faster rate, and the press and 
trades unions engaged in an 
upsurge of free activity, although 

human rights problems persisted, 

it said. 

In Marxist Nicaragua, on the 
other hand, “the human rights 
situation deteriorated markedly in 
1982.” The report said the gov- 
ernment had subjected the Mis- 
■kito Indian tribe to torture, execu- 
tions and forced marches. 

The human rights situation in 
Cuba and the Soviet Union 
remained bleak.

Arafat leaves after ‘ positive, 
constructive talks 9 with Jordan 


AMMAN (Petra) — Palestine 
Liberation Organisation Execu- 
tive Committee Chairman Yasser 
Arafat left Amman Tuesday after 
talks with His Majesty King Hus- 
sein and senior Jordanian officials. 

In a predeparture statement at 
Amman Airport. Mr. Arafat said 
his talks with King Hussein were 
“positive and constructive and 
dealt with all details and joint 
issues, iqcluding the issue of our 
people in the occupied homeland 
and the situation in the Arab 
World." 

Mr. Arafat added: “I can very 
confidently say, and as we have- 
always known him. we found King 
Hussein very responsive. Con- 
sequently, the talks were frank, 
cordial and positive.” 

Mr. Arafat said his talks with 
Prime Minister Mudar Badran. “a 
continuation of the dialogue with 
the King,” were ■ “in a "spirit of 
fraternity, positiveness and 


amity.’* 

“The Palestinian revolution is 
strong despite all plots and plot- 
ters. and the Beirut epic has 
proven this.” the PLO leader said, 
referring to the Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon and the siege of its cap- 
ital last year. 

Mr. Arafat also met with mem- 
bers of the Palestine National 
Council (PNC) in Jordan and 
briefed them on the political situ- 
ation in the area. He also 
explained to them the develop- 
ment of the Palestinian issue, par- 
ticularly after the recent visits he 
made to a number of Arab and 
foreign countries. 

PNC members residing in Jor- 
dan declared their support of the 
political moves of the Palestinian 
leadership under Mr. Arafat and 
asserted the need for Palestinian 
unity during the convening of the 
□ext session of the Palestine 
National Council. 


They announced their rejection 
and denunciation of all attempts 
to "undermine the unity and inde- 
pendence of the Palestinian 
national decision" and called for 
exerting all possible efforts to 
make the 1 6th PNC session, which 
will be held in Algiers on Feb. 14. 
a success. 

Earlier in the day, Mr. Badran 
hosted a luncheon in honour of 
Mr. Arafat at the Hussein Youth 
City. The dinner was attended by 
the speakers of the Upper House 
of Parliament and the National 
Consultative Council, ministers, 
and a humber of PLO officials. 

Mr. Arafat was seen off at 
Amman Airport by Frime Minis- 
ter Badran. Occupied Territories 
Affairs Minister Hassan Ibrahim, 
and a number of Palestinian offi- 
cials.

Syria and Iran in Damascus last 
month, expressed Syrian and 
Libyan support for Iran in its war 
with Iraq. 

The Damascus statement was 


also criticised by Kuwait earlier 
this week. 

Gulf commentators Tuesday 
urged Arab countries to help Iraq 
while two Saudi newspapers said 
the latest Iranian offensive was a 
cover-up for plots by foreign pow- 
ers against the Arab Nation. 


Baghdad warns Iran of 6 death 
and degradation 9 ; lull reported 


BAGHDAD (R) — Iraqi ""Pres-: 
idem Saddam Hussein warned 
Iran Tuesday that its forces would 
be courting “death and degra- 
dation” if they continued to attack 
Iraq. 

TTie Iraqis said Monday they 
killed 6,894 Iranians and crushed 
a new Iranian offensive launched 
in the Ai Shaib area of the Misan 
border province southeast of 
Baghdad on Sunday night. 

“We advise Tehran's rulers, out 
of our keenness not to shed more, 
blood, to take a lesson from the 
bitter experiment in the Shaib 
area and to listen to the voice of 
peace and pay attention to their 
people’s interests.’’ President 
Hussein told ihe Iraqi News 
Agency (INA). 

Iraq said nothing Tuesday 
about any military operations on 
the Gulf war front, and radio and 
television programmes returned 


to normal, suggesting a lull in the 
fighting. 

This week’s offensive is the lat- 
est by Iran in a series which has 
seen the battlefront move' from 
inside Iran to the border area. 

Both sides have portrayed the 
new battles as possibly decisive in 
the 29-month-old Gulf war. 

Baghdad Television Monday 
night screened a film showing the 
bodies of scores of Iranian soldiers 
— some of them dismembered — 
scattered over the battlefield. 

President Hussein called on 
“rational Iranians” to see the film 
and "j udge the tragic aspect which 
reflects the bitter truth." 

The Iraqi leader warned that if 
the Iranians tried another attack. 
“Iraqi fire will be waiting for 
them. 

“And they will be burnt also by 
hell's fire on doomsday. God wil- 


ling.” he added. 

Meanwhile Iran claimed its 
forces had recaptured a further 50 
square kilometres Iraqi-held ter- 
ritory Monday night in an area 
south of Fakkeh in southern Iran, 
Tehran Radio reported. 

The radio, quoting a military 
communique, said the number of 
Iraqis killed and wounded since 
the start of a new offensive 
launched on Sunday night had 
reached 800. 

Iran launched its latest offen- 
sive to coincide with the fourth 
anniversary of its Islamic revolu-- 
tion. Monday it claimed Iranian 
forces had recovered 250 square 
kilometres of territory and had 
seized three military outposts 
inside Iraq. 

The radio claimed Iranian 
forces were consolidating newly- 
gained positions. 


Dutch foreign 
minister holds 
talks in Oman 

MUSCAT (R) — Dutch Foreign 
Minister Hans van der Brack, who 
arrived Monday night at the start 
of a five-nation Middle East tour, 
held talks Tuesday with his Omani 
counterpart Youssef Al Alawi on 
regional and bilateral issues. 

Official sources said Mr. Van 
der Broek and his delegation were 
expected to fly to Salaiah. capital 
■ of Oman's southern Dhofar reg- 
ion, later Tuesday for an audience 
with Sultan Qaboos Ibn Sa’id. 

Political sources in Amsterdam 
said earlier the Dutch government 
hoped the 10-day trip would reas- 
sure Arab governments that the 
Netherlands was impartial in its 
Middle East peace efforts. 


Tehran confirms arrest of

LONDON (R) — Iran Tuesday 
officially confirmed the arrest of 
Communist Party chief Nureddin 
Kianuri and members of h ; s cen- 
tral committee on charges of spy- 
ing for Moscow.

Party members being held also 
included chief ideologist, Ehsan 
Tabari. 

The spokesman said details of 
the arrests were given by Interior 
Minister Hojalolcslam Nateq- 
Nuri in a speech in Tehran Mon- 
day. ‘ 

The arrest of the pro-Moscow 


Tudeh Pany leaders reflected a 
further decline in Iran -Soviet rela- 
tions following a growing prop- 
aganda war between the two coun- 
tries, according to Western dip- 
lomats. 

As secretary-general of the 
party. Mr. Kianuri has given full 
backing to the policies of Ayatol- 
lah Ruhollah Khomeini since the 
Iranian revolutionary leader took 
power in lw79. 

Bui the conservative wing of the 
clerical leadership has sought to 
counter Communist influence in 
the administration and has 
resisted Soviet efforts to woo 1 
post-revolutionary Iran, the dip- 
lomats said.

Khayar. Mr. Sami Habayeb. and 
Mr. Wolfgang Krug Von Nidda. 

SOS Kinderdorf International 
was established in 1949 by Pro- 
fessor Hermann Gmeiner in Imst, 
Austria, to look after those chil- 
dren orphaned as a result of the 
Second World War. Today there 
are over 200 SOS childrens' -vil- 
lages in oyer 72 countries, ail of 
which look after orphaned and 
abandoned children without bias 


to nationality, race or creed. 

The vfllages apply the four prin- 
ciples set down by Prof. Gmeiner; 
these are the mother, the siblings, 
the house, and the village. In other 
words the concept of the SOS vil- 
lage is to bring up the children in a 
family atmosphere fully inte- 
grated in.the society. 

The family life concept is real- 
ised by dividing each village into 
roughly 10 houses each containing 
between 6 and 10 children. Each 
bouse is run independently by an 
SOS mother, aged between 25 and 
40 years without family ties of her 
own, to whom these children are 
entrusted- She gives them affec- 
tion, care and security like a real 
mother. 

Integration between the village 
and tbe local community is 
achieved by havin'g a kindergarten 
in the village which also accepts 
children from outside the village, 
and by sending the SOS children 
to the local schools. 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The British 
Council has completed the shoot- 
ing of a 61m at its Teaching Centre 
in Amman. 

The film .shows eight classes of 
Jordanian students, including a 
group from the Bishops School, 
learning English. The film will be 
used for training teachers of Engl- 
ish in the 80 countries in which the 
Council operates around the 
world. Filming has already taken 
place in Hong Kong, Morocco and 
Madrid and next month more film- 
ing wQI take place in Mexico.

AMMAN — Several mouths of 
emergency work by a French team 
of archaeologists at tbe end of 
1982 have started to. reveal the 
extent and content of what 
appears to be a large Roman 
cemetery in north Jordan, includ- 
ing a particularly important col- 
lection of painted tombs. - 
The cemetery at Qweilbeh, 
about 13 kilometres north of 
Irbid, lines both banks of the Wadi 
Qweilbeh and is adjacent to the . 
ancient Greco-Roman city of 
Abila. The AbQa city site is being 
excavated by a team under the* 
leadership of W. Harold Mare of 
Covenant Theological Seminary, 
= Sti v Louis, Missouri.-' ‘ " " 

- The Qweilbeh cemetery site is 
being investigated • by- -a French - 
team working under the. auspices 
of the Institute Francais 
cf Archaeologje au Proche-Orient 
(IFAPO). The site was first 
studied lightly in the early 1960s, 
when three tombs were dis- 
covered only one of which was 
painted. Other painted Roman 
. tombs had been studied earlier in 
the area around Irbid, including 
one tomb at Marwa, near Irbid 


(1935), a tomb at Som, west of 
Irbid (1950s), and a tomb at Beit 
Ras, between Irbid and Qweilbeh 
(1976). 

In June 1981, tourists pic- 
nicking in the cool, green Qwefl- 
beh valley stumbled across some, 
new tombs and quickly notified 
the Department of Antiquities. 
IFAPO was asked to help in the 
study of the site and also to restore 
some of the paintings that were 
being threatened by natural acidic 
chemical build-ups that were the 
result of increased humidity. 

A young French archaeologist, 
Mr. Claude VTbert-Guigue, has 
just finished two months studying 
tbe tombs and supervising small 
excavations at the entrances of 
two tombs. He told the Jordan 
Times in an interview that 21 
painted tombs have been .dis- 
covered to date, but over 150 
other tombs, without any paint- 
ing, have been opened by tomb 
robbers. The one-kilometre-long 
Qweilbeh valley appeals to be frill 
of tombs, the exact number of 
which will only be known after 
further surveying and excavations. 
But there are at least several 
hundred tombs in the area, and 
Mr. VTbert-Guigue estimates that 
.one-in -five is painted and elabo- 


rately decorated. 1 

Based on the style of decoration 
and some inscriptions inside tbe 
tombs, be dates the cemetery to 
the period around 100-300 A.D., 
with the painted tombs dating 
probably to the early second cen- 
tury A.D. 

The tombs are carved into the 
sides of the valley, and appear to 
be arranged in long, parallel rows 
that climb up the vertical face of 
the valley. It seems that a road 
would have passed in front of each-- 
row of tombs, with a small enclos- 
ure of some kind between, the 1 
tomb entrance and the road. Tbe 
brief excavations in front of two - 
tombs have revealed these enclos- 
ures of about 2.5 metres width, 
with steps leading up to what isf 
assumed to be the road that rag in; - 
front of each row of tombs, along 
the entire length bf th^wa&L-- - 
■’ The* tombs typically include -a 
central area, surrounded by an 
alcove and several loculi, or 
carved chambers into which .tire 
bodies of the dead were placed.’ 
The loculi would generally 
be sealed with a large, plastered 
stone, which often had an inscrip- 
tion giving the name, age and, 
sometimes, even the date of burial 
of tbe deceased. Unfortunately, 


most such inscriptions have been" 
destroyed . by tomb robbers. .

•LONDON - — A tipoff at the 
Frankfurt book fair last October 
that a huge consignment of pirated 
books was on its way to Nigeria 
has led Britain's publishers’ 
association to launch a global bat- 
tle against book piracy. . 

The international publishers’, 
association in Geneva estimated 
in 1979 that book- piracy, the 
illegal printing and sale of books, 
was costing legitimate publishers 
around the world one biflkm dol- ' 
Ian annually. 

Many millions more are lost by 
photocopying copyright material 
and what publishers call ' unau- 
thorised reprinting” in countries 
like China which have as yet no 
■copyright laws. 

But the latest twist in the prob- 
lem is that book pirates have 
started exporting their illegal 
wares on a major scale, and the 
British association says organised 
crime is probably involved. 

“All indications we have are 


Growing book piracy may hurt publishing firms 


that we are dealing with organised 
methods of piracy, and organised 
CTnne is probably involved,” Tony 
Read,.- director of the Book 
Development Council, the inter- 
national arm of the Publishers' 
Association, told Renters in an 
interview. 

He added that a report the 
council' bad received indicated 
that those involved “tend also to 
be engaged in drug trafficking, - 
forgery and smuggling." 

Robert Machesney. export sales 
manager for the Macmillan Press, 
also referred in an interview to 
organised book piracy — “The 
same people doing this are also 
counterfeiting spare parts and 
drugs.” ■ '* 

. “Book piracy, in plain terms, is 
theft," he added. 

Mr. Read said the first concrete 
. indications that book pirates were 
moving into the export business 


came with the Frankfurt tipoff. 
This led Lo the discovery of two, 
containers of pirated books at 
■Nigeria’s Port Harcourt. 

_ Last month, Taiwanese customs 
at the port of Keelunj* searched a' 
shipment of goods registered as 
consumer products for Nigeria — 
a major British book market — 
and uncovered 40,000 copies of 
pirated books by world-famous 
authors. 

Trade sources said the point of 
origin of the books found at Port 
Harcourt had not been clearly 
established, although it was likely 
to have been Taiwan. 

The Far East, and especially 
Taiwan and South Korea, is the 
key piracy area for Britain, while 
U.S. publishers regard Latin 
America as their main problem. 

U.S. and Spanish publishing 
officials say that in Latin America, 
countries where book piracy 


-flourishes include the Dominican 
Republic, Colombia, Costa Rica, 
Cuba, Peru and Puerto Rico. 

Publishers around the world 
have lived with book piracy for 
many years despite international 
copyright laws and admit book 
copying as a form of cottage indus- 
try will continue. 

But the export of pirated copies 
in massive quantities poses a new 
dangerous threat to the viability of 
publishers everywhere. 

The cost of producing books is 
steadily increasing and pirates 
with minimal overheads can wipe 
out the profits on which publishers 
depend to expand their book lists 
and subsidise important but low- 
volume books. 

Pirate editions competing with 
legitimate books can also destroy 
the publishing business in Third 
World countries, with the result 
that local authors have no outlet. 


■Authors, too, receive no royalties 
from pirates. 

Mr. Read said the cost of piracy 
to British publishers was hard to 
quantify, but that an estimate of 
£100 million a year (S152 million) 
was reasonable. 

In New York, the Association 
of American Publishers (AAP) 
estimated international book 
piracy was costing its members 
$500 million annually, and this 
was increasing as economic con- 
ditions worsened. 

Jaime Brull. secretary of the 
Spanish Publishers Federation 
whose members have major mar- 
kets in South America, said in 
Madrid the Spanish industry faced 
an organised international net- 
work whose products were being 
-sold on both sides of the Atlantic. 

Mr. Read estimated British 
publishers could boost their 
exnorts. valued at £370 million 


($485 million), by 25 per cent if 
piracy was halted. The benefit to 
Third World publishers would be 
much greater, he added. 

The discovery last year of an 
international export market in 
pirated books led Britain’s pub- 
lishers to form a committee which 
is expected to have an initial 
budget of at least £100.000 ($ 
152,000) a year for three years. 

Mr. Read said members of the 
Publishers' Association would 
meet on March 22 to agree on 
plans, "So I hope we will be fully 
operational on March 23." 

The committee coordinating 
the campaign wiU be known as 
“the campaign against book 
piracy.” 

Mr. Read said it would have' 
three major aims: 

To launch a major world- 
wide public relations campaign on 
the implications of piraev for the 


■ world book trade: 

- To gather information on 
what is happening on a global 
scale and provide sufficient evi- 
dence to take legal action; 

- To provide funds for legal 
action m key cases on behalf of the 
industry. 

The gathering of information 
would involve costly detective 
work, and Mr. Read said the- 
amount allotted to the anti-piracy 
committee could be higher than 
the initial sum. 

The U.S. publishers’ association 
is also studying the piracy prob- 
lem, and a study committee is due 
to report next month. 

Publishers generally emphasise 
that piracy is a global problem, hit- 
ting small legitimate publishers in 
developing countries even harder 
than the big publishers in the 
industrialised world. 


“The exporting problem came 
to light in the last year and if we 
don't act together on this, pirates 
wOI think this is an easy market 
and it will grow,” said Mac- 
millan’s Machesney.. 

• Townsend Hoops, president of 
'the U.S. Association, also said' 
■"It’s an international problem and 
not a domestic one.” 

“The subject arises when there 
are national laws of a country that 
are not compatible with inter- 
national treaties and when there is 
no history of local copyright laws. 
Publishers in those countries are 
just reprinters of other people's 
stuff” he said. 

But Mr. Hoops also noted that 
unlike Britain. Spain and other 
•major publishing countries, the 
. United States has "an enormous 

• market here that absorbs piracy 
most of our energies.” 

Mr. Read said piracy would 

• only be overcome “When each 
individual publishers' association 
in each individual country makes a 
.determined effort.”

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Polishing the image of Israel 


THE ISRAELI judicial inquiry into the 
Beirut massacre of Palestinians last Sep- 
tember has finally given its verdict: Sharon is 
guilty and should therefore resign or be sac- 
ked; Shamir is an insensitive minister but 
could keep his job; Begin shared “a certain 
degree of responsibility” for the murder, in 
cold blood, of hundreds of helpless refugees in 
Sabra and Shatila camps, but his fate is better 
left for politics and the politicians. 

The Kalian commission’s findings will 
mean much to many around the world. The 
Israelis may soon be asked to go to the polls, 
and may have to experience a different polit- 
ical climate altogether. World Jewry are 
already celebrating the “victory of Israeli 
democracy” and accordingly seem to be gear- 
ing up for a major publicity campaign for 
Israel. The Americans would not comment on 
the inquny’s results of course, but who does 
not know that the success or failure of Pres- 
ident Reagan's own plan for the Middle East 
has been inextricably linked to Sharon’s view 
of the world about us? Even the Arabs have 
not escaped the show of public interest in the 
whole affair. 

As if Sharon was only guilty of allowing the 
massacre of several hundred refugees to hap- 
pen, and not of killing and wounding 70,000 


Palestinians and Lebanese in his invasion of 
Lebanon earlier on, that the world, including 
us Arabs, is happy with his condemnation. 
Poor Begin and Shamir— their only problem 
was indifference to what was taking place in 
the refugee camps on Sept. 16 and 17. and not 
the distitution and suffering of a whole people 
since 1948 and before. 

Let us not be emotional and naive, for we 
have had enough. The Kahan inquiry was not 
formed to resurrect the souls of the Pales- 
tinian refugees who were butchered in their 
camps, nor was it meant to be a consolation to 
those *ho survived the bloodbath and the 
rest of us who watched from afar. As usual, 
the Israelis demanded its set-up, and Begin 
agreed to it, only to protect their own version 
of justice and their self-righteousness which 
have cost us dearly in almost every respect. 

Big deal if Sharon, or even the entire Begin 
government fails. Injustices done unto the 
entire Palestinian people will remain, and the 
responsibility for the endless crimes com- 
mitted against them will pass from one Israeli 
generation to the other until Israel comes to 
realise its wrong. Until that moment comes, 
the finding s of the Kahan inquiry could not 
and should not mean much to us— Sharon goes 
or stays.

Too many chiefs, 
too few braves! 


Too many chiefs, too few 
braves. This is unfortunately 
the fituation prevailing in the 
Jordanian technical institu- 
tions, both in terms of man- 
power and of members of 
establishments. And the fault 
is ours. - 

We tend to create institu- 
tions out of the biue. If there 
exists an institution in a foreign 
country and we fancy it or its 
role, we hasten to establish a 
similar one in Jordan. The 
question of compatibility to the 
country’s needs or cir- 
cumstances is irrelevant So is 
the question of redundancy, 
overlapping, or duplication of 
roles among the various institu- 
tions. And it there exists an 
institution in a foreign city, why 
not have a similar one in our 
own city, at least for the sake of ■ 
personal pride or challenge! 

After deciding to establish 
the institution, we undertake a 


feasibility study in order to jus- 
tify its existence. All the pros 
are usually mentioned, but- 
none of the cons. The indi- 
viduals who are eyed up to 
occupy key positions in the 
projected institution are asked 
to form a committee to super- 
vise and administer its establ- 
ishment. 

The committee formulates 
the most impressive objectives 
and tasks, organises the work- 
in many departments, and 
identifies the duties of every 
department. The departments 
need land, buildings, office 
space, furniture, staff, and, 
more important, heads of 
departments and heads of sec- 
tions. 

Excessive budgets get con- 
sumed in the process of the 
establishment. Every bead of 
section has to enlighten himself 
on the duties he is supposed to 
fulfil and on the organisation of 


his section. He also has to make 
cooperation agreements with 
similar institutions abroad. He 
sets out to select the most 
impressive offices and fur- 
niture he can lay his hands on; 
how else could he impress the 
visitors he is planning to invite 
to his institution! He gets 
occupied with iron-technical 
work that is far from the tasks 
be set himself out to perform, 
and he delegates his technical 
duties to his subordinates. 

Ultimately, the hard facts 
begin to surface. The technical' 
work assigned to the institution . 
does not get carried out. either 
because everyone wants to be a 
chief and there are not enough 
braves to do the work, or 
because there Is no technical 
work to do, or possibly for 
other reasons. The feasibility 
study had not been realistic, 
but who cares when the dice 
has already been cast 


In order to save the boat, the 
institution undertakes some 
simpler tasks such as teaching 
language or accountancy 
courses, which can be easily 
incorporated under ‘the 
umbrella of its objectives. 
Doing the easy bits and stop- 
ping right there becomes the 
new motto of the institution. 

Of course, this situation can 
always be reasonably and posi- 
tively justified. After all, a 
floundering set-up eould teach 
the involved a lot, about bow to 
steer the institution towards 
a better course in the future. 
Also to take the first step is 
better than not start at alL By 
establishing such institutions 
we can cut down on unem- 
ployment and gain many fringe 
benefits. However, the need 
remains for more appropriate 
selection, planning, execution, 
and running of technical 
institutions.

The lessons learned from the Falklands war 

It has vindicated NATO’s plans

BRUSSELS — NATO planners 
say Britain's military campaign to 
recapture the Falklands from 
Argentina has vindicated the 
alliance's basic defence policies 
but highlighted the urgency of 
some improvements already 
scheduled. “It has vindicated our 
plans, pinpointing and magnifying 
some problems. But there is no 
feeling that changes in doctrine 
are called for," a top NATO gen- 
eral said- 

The general, who did not want- 
to be identified, said the allies had 
been extensively briefed by Bri- 
tain on the lessons of last year’s 
south Atlantic war and the process 
was continuing. 

Admiral Sir John “Sandy" 
Woodward, who was the task 
force commander, will brief 
NATO'S military' committee soon. 
One aspect still being assessed by 
the military committee and 
NATO's major commanders is 
how the lessons of a limited con- 
flict in distant areas can be applied 
to the European and Northern- 
Atlantic Theatres where the threat 
would be of a different nature and 
magnitude, NATO sources said. 

But there is certainly one 
NATO area presenting climatic 
and other similarities with the 
Falklands -- northern Norway — 
that would have to be reinforced 


in a crisis. 

Lessons of the Falklands cam- 
paign are being analysed in con- 
junction with those of two other 
recent conflicts, the Iran-Iraq war 
and the Israeli military operation 
in Lebanon, the sources said. 

The Falklands campaign proved 
a testing ground for Western' 
equipment while the Middle East 
dashes offered an opportunity tn- 
judge the efficiency of Western 
and Soviet weapons. Butthere has 
been no reverberation aL NATO 
of the rivalry between French and • 
British arms manufacturers, thev 
said. 

First lesson 

. On the most general level, the 
first lesson is that Britain had to 
fight for the Falklands because 
deterrence failed. Deterrence, the 
basis for the whole NATO policy, 
is based on two conditions, NATO 
diplomats said. 

An adversary must be con- 
vinced of the political w’ill of the 
- other side to fight for a cause, and 
this will must be demonstrated by 
deployment of a credible level of 
military forces as an earnest of 
intention to use force if necessary. 
Also of vital importance to NATO 
is that once deterrence has failed 
and war is unavoidable, a dour 
chain of command is needed with 
political leaders setting out 
guidelines but resisting the temp- 


tation of conducting Lhe battle 
themselves, the diplomats said. 

Staff exercises are held every 
year to test reactions while an 
elaborate scenario unfurls from 
the first signs of East- West tension 
to the outbreak of war. 

NATO is also “hardening" its- 
command, control and com- 
munications network in the know- 
ledge that an adversary will have 
among its first priorities the dis- 
ruption of these links. London 
experienced no problem in com- 
municating with the task force 
during the Falklands because 
Argentina had hardly any elec- 
tronic warfare capabilities, milit- 
ary experts said. 

Satellites 

Communication satellites 
proved their worth and the 
Anglo- Argentine conflict is likely 
to speed up the installation of ter- 
minals on all NATO warships to 
link with satellites. An area of spe- 
cial interest to NATO is the way 
Britain managed in a short period 
of time to solve the problems of 
procurement, relations with the 
defence industry', logistics, the 
requisitioning of merchant vessels 
and improvements to warships 
and military aircraft. 

Following the Falklands cam- 
paign, other NATO countries are 
expected to reassess the wartime 


role of merchant shipping, which 
would play a vital role in rein- 
forcing and supplying continental 
Europe from Britain and North 
America in a war between NATO 
and the Communist Warsaw pact, 
NATO expert said. 

Lessons of the actual fighting in 
the Falklands have reinforced a 
□ umber of points already 
addressed by NATO, such as the 
great utility of long-range radars, 
bur action needs to be taken 
quickly, experts said. The rate of 
usage of equipment was higher 
titan expected; while the war 
proved the increasing importance 
of helicopters and the need for 
more night-fighting equipment, 
they said. 

But there is one aspect of naval 
strategy about which NATO 
commanders still disagree — the 
vulnerability of surface warships 
to missiles. Admiral Sir James 
Eberie. coramander-in -chief of 
The naval home command said It 
would be preferable to spend less 
on “platforms" and more on 
weapons on board, and to have 
more numerous but less costly 
ships. 

He was publicly contradicated 
at a naval symposium by U-S. 
Admiral Harry Train, NATO’s 
Atlantic commander, who said 
that if Britain had a big aircraft- 
carrier link like the Americans 
have, it would not have lost one 
single ship in the Falklands.

Talking point 

The real-talking point in Spain 
these days revolves around the 
manner in which tbe Socialist 
.government is cutting into a 
social fabric which accepts mul- 
tiple employment and petty, ven- 
alities in the public and private 
sector as facts of life and which 
manages to reconcile what in 
other Western societies would be 
seen as self-evident conflicts of 
interest. 

Socialist officials unabashedly 
say the government is introducing 
"morality" into the system, that 
Madrid’s priority is to put Spain 
back to work “on an ethical foot- 
ing.” _ 

In his first 50 days in gov- 
ernment, Sr. Gonzalez has 
attempted giant strides in the 
overhaul of public sector attitudes .. 
to work with three directives: 

~ The strict implementation of 
legislation prohibiting more than 
one income from public funds. 

-- New legislation to set down 
vigorous civil service guide lines. 

— The strict application of wages 
Ceiling at the top of the public sec- 
tor. 

Ambitious task 

This is an ambitious task. The 
directive restricting incomes from 
public funds cuts right across the 
social strata and affects principally 
’politicians and media per- 
sonalities. 


Most MJP.S are affected. Some 
50 of the 202-strong Socialist Par- 
liamentary Party, for example, are 
university lecturers and professors 
who will have to foigo under the 
present rules both their academic 
activities and their income. 

A further 30 will have to jet- 
tison salaries from tbe judicial sys- 
tem and many more have state 
paid jobs as secondary teachers,, 
national health doctors, dvfl ser- 
vants and municipal employees. 
There is a similar tale on the 
opposition benches. 

On the national television and. 
radio networks, well established’

These have been forced to 
choose between ope job and one 
salary, or as one public employee 
who worked a 14-hour .day in two 
places put it: ‘‘One half job and - 
one half salary*” * -■ 

Nationwide strike . 

The medical profession, where 
common practice has been for 
doctors and registered nurses to 
put in time at several clinics and 
multiply their earnings in addition 
to working privately, is one of the 
hardest hit by what is known as the 
■Jaw of ^incompatib'didades. ” A 
stormy meeting last month of the 
.medical council agreed to delay a 
threatened nationwide strike 
pending talks with the Health 
Department. . 

Similar threats are to be heard 
among, minor civil servants. This 
month, government offices began 
operating between 4.00 pjn. and 
6.00 p.m. in the afternoon, in* 
accordance with tbe new direc- 


tives. Tbe new post-lunch gov- 
ernment office hours met a poor 
response from the public, who 
have from time immemorial been 
used to a momings-only routine. 
And tbe bureaucrats had in many 
cases to give up afternoon clerical 
jobs in the private sector. 

Tbe problem is that over the 
years state service has proved 
. attractive, not because of its com- 
paratively bigh salaries but 
because of its security and the 
opportunities it offered for doing 
other jobs. Multi-employment has 
long been a national characteristic 
and at the bottom end of the 
labour market, it is an economic 
necessity. 

It its drive to make one man- 
one job the rule, Madrid hopes 
that some inroads might be made 
into an unemployment total of 
2.15 million, or 16.5 per cent of 
tbe workforce. Officials admit, 
however, that many jobs can be 
expected amply to disappear, 
reflecting the often "gross over- 
manning to be found in every walk 
of Spanish life. 

Black economy 

The immediate result of this 
controversial crack-down has 
been a general tightening of belts. 
Sr. Gonzalez has maintained the 
prime minister’s annual salary at 
Pta 8 miliion ($61,850) and 
ordered that his salary should be 
tbe ce fling for all state employees. 
This means, for example, that the 
bead of the Institute National de 
Hidrocarburos, the state energy 
holding, has had his Pta 16 million 
salary halved. 

Such cuts appear, however, to 
have left broad social sectors 
unimpressed. A recent move to 
double the salaries of MJ\s, rais- 
ing them to Pta 4 millio n — to 
compensate for the single wage -- 
raised such a popular outcry that it 
has had to be shelved. 

By tampering with the social 
fabric and- playing havoc with ad 
hoc wages and labour structures, 
the new government has in its 
early days created 31-feeling and 
resentment. Some experts believe 
that in addition, the government 
may have .created the conditions 
1 for a thriving “black " economy.

Result of the 
OPEC crisis 

Nigeria 

feels the 
pressure

LONDON — The screw is tight- 
erring on Nigeria as a result of the 
latest crisis within OPEC and the 
Lagos government admits it has 
not been able to sell any oil for 
almost a week. 

Vice-President Alex Ekwueme 
was quoted in the government- 
owned New Nigerian newspaper 
today as saying Nigeria sold no o3 
in the five days to Feb. 2 and that 
the country faced a deteriorating 
economic situation. 

OPEC-watchers have been 
waiting for the first cracks to 
appear in the world oil-pricing sys- 
tem since the exporter group 
failed in Geneva to come up with a 
price and output agreement to 
counter the' effects of a global oil 
glut. 

Analysts said Nigeria and 
non-OPEC Britain were the pro- 
ducers most likely to cut then 
prices to maintain their market 
position. Although Mr. Ekwueme 
said tbe OPEC failure pointed to 
difficult days ahead, he made no 
mention of a change in the price of 
Nigeria’s usually much sought- 
after light crude, which currently 
stands at $35.50 a barrel. 

The- Nigerian economy is one of 
the most vulnerable within the 
13-member organisation of pet- 
roleum countries to the present 
uncertainties surrounding the 
world oil price. Ofl accounts for 
more than 90 per ceat of Nigeria's 
foreign earnings and it has been 
facing severe cash-flow problems 
as a result of the continuing ofl 
glut. 

Western analysts as well as 
newspapers in Nigeria have linked 
the government's decision to 
expel an estimated two million 
illegal immigrants to the 
deteriorating economic situation 
and rising unemployment. 

Nigerian output fell horn 1.2 
raflUoo barrels a day in December 
to less than one million barrels last 
.month before the latest 
announcement ..that sales ..had . 
dried up. Gulf countries, which 
have complained that some OPEC 
members are undercutting official 
prices, are hoping that Nigeria’s 
present crisis will encourage it to 
accept a pew pricing structure that 
would, ironically, increase the 
price of Nigerian ofl. 


Price disadvantage 

Nigerian oil, because of its high 
quality, is currently priced at 
$1 .50 a barrel above the OPEC 
benchmark of $34. 

Saudi Arabia and its Gulf allies 
argued unsuccessfully at Geneva 
that the Nigerian price should be 
raised to around $37 a barrel, 
within the framework of a global 
agreement on pricing and pro- 
duction, in order to make lower 
quality Gulf crude more attrac- 
tive. 

The Nigerians and other Afri- 
can producers turned down the 
Gulf proposal on the grounds that 
Nigeria already faces a price dis- 
advantage from top grade North 
Sea crudes for which Britain 
charges only $33.50 a barrel. 

As a result of the Geneva 
impasse, buyers have pulled out of 
the market in the past week on Lhe 
expectation that official world 
prices would fall and have drawn 
on their stocks to maintain refin- 
ery output. 

Oil analysts say this is the major 
factor in the present collapse of 
Nigerian exports but that, in the 
longer term, there is no way that 
the industry can do without- 
Nigerian crude. 

Saudi Arabia’s oil minister, 
Sheikh Ahmad Zaki Yamani said 
after the Geneva meeting that he 
had warned that the Gulf coun- 
tries would cut their prices if 
Nigeria failed to agree to increase 
tbe differentials it charged for its 
top grade ofl. “I’ll tell you what we 
told them: There is a smaller gap 
than there should be. Right now it 
is $1 .50 a barrel, and either they- 
increase their price or we reduce, 
our price to gdt the right gap. and 
it is up to them to decide,” he said. 

Commenting on Lhe news from 
Nigeria that safes had dropped w 
zero, one London analyst com- 
mented: “This is just what 
Yamani wants.” The Gulf counv 
tries’ view is that if OPEC as s 
whole can be pressured into 
accepting a revised price structure 
that alsn matched output barrel 
for barrel with- world demand 
then every member would be 
guaranteed of maintaining market 
share without having to gNe dis- 
counts to attract customers.' 

In the absence of such an 
agreement, the pressure is build- 
ing up on the Nigerians to mak e ® 
price cut in the hope that it would 
revive sales in time to save it fro® 
economic disaster.

Common trades comprised sec- 
retarial work, beauty cnlmre, sew- 
ing, leaching and nursing. Alter- 
native trades comprised: radio- 
TV repair, food and dairy product

The recom- 
mendation therefore is that teach - 
ing apprenticeship programmes, if 
they are to be initiated, should be 
directed to students of all schools 
indiscriminately. 

Secretarial work was mostly 
preferred by students of private 1 : 

• • - • u :>\i . 


schools. Around 38.9 per cent of 
them pkked it as the most-liked 
trade, against 17.3 per cent for 
students of governmental schools 
and lb.O per cent for UNRWA 
school students. Christian, stu- 
dents prefer secretarial work 
much more than Muslim sriidents 
do. Around 50 per cent of the . 
former picked it up against only 

16.4 per cent for the latter. How- 
ever, the group of students whose 
preference for secretarial work 
ranked highest were Christian 
students in UNRWA schools 
(63.6 per cent). ' 

Nursing is preferred most by 
students of private schools (22.0 
per cent) followed by UNRWA 
students (16.6 per cent) and gov- 
ernmental school students (11.5 
percent). Religion did not seem to 
count; 14.0 per cent of Muslim 
students opted for nursing against 
13.0 per cent for Christian stu- 
dents. But environment appar- 
ently counted; 22.9 per cent of 
rural students preferred nursing 
against 12.6 per cem for urban 
students. The plausible conclusion 
therefore is that nursing appren- 
ticeship programmes should be 
directed 1 to rural students. 

Beauty culture was equally 
appealing to various categories of 
students (private 13 J per cent: 
UNRWA 12.1 per cent: gov- 
ernment 11.5 per cent; Muslim 
11.8 per cent; Christian 13.0 per 
cent) except for urban students 
(12.5 per cent) as compared with 
rural students (7.8 per cent). It is 
recommended, therefore, that 
beauty culture programmes be 
directed, if they are to be initiated, 
to urban students. 

Sewing is the common trade 
least preferred by students. The 
degree of preference is com- 
paratively high among gov- 
ernmental school students (10.2 
per cent) followed by UNRWA 
school students (8.7 per cem). but 
plunges to zero among both pri- 
vate school students and Christian 
students, against 9.6 per cent for 
Muslim students. 

However the highest degree of 
preference was found among rural 
students (14.2 per cent) against 

8.4 per cent for urban students. 
Sewing apprenticeship prog- 
rammes, therefore, should be 
geared to rural students. ■ 

The most preferred alternative 


trades were: Child care 19.3 per 
cent; paramedical work 18.4 per 
cent; telex and teleprinter oper- 
atknrll.7 per cent; arthhectural 
■drafting 11.4 per cent; lab- 
technkian 11.4 per cent. 

So far we have been talking 
about being interested in the top 
three alternative trades. Because 
the difference among the degree 
of preference for the above last 
three careers is very marginal, we 
will address ourselves to the top 
five alternative trades from now 
on. 

The message of the results of 
the survey was reasonably clear: 
Vocational apprenticeship prog- 
rammes for females should con- 
centrate on the above-mentioned 
top five alternative trades, espe- 
cially as they are compatible with 
.the present needs of the labour 
market as well as those needs 
which might surface in the course 
of the coming few years. The next 
step, therefore, was to identify 
those groups of students who pre- 
ferred the top five alternative 
careers. 

Child care was equally pre- 
ferred by students of government 
and UNRWA schools; 19.6 per 
cent of each category's students 
said they preferred child care as 
compared with 13.6 per cent for 
private school students. Rural 
students’ preference was slightly 
higher than that of urban-students. 
(21.7 per cent against 19.0 per 
cem). Our conclusion here is that 
child care is almost universally 
accepted and, therefore, child care 
apprenticeship programmes 
should be directed to all categories 
of students with the exception of 
private school students. 

Paramedical work appealed 
equally to the students of gov- 
ernmental schools (1S.3 per cent) 
UNRWA schools (18.4 per cent) 
and private schools (18.8 per 
cent), as well as urban students 
(18.2 per cent) and rural students 
(19.1 per cent). Therefore, para- 
medical apprenticeship prog- 
rammes are rightly entitled to be 
directed to all categories of stu- 
dents. 

Telex and teleprinter work was 
also equally liked by students of 
governmental schools (11.6 per 
cent), UNRWA schools (11.6 per 
cent) and private schools ( 1 2.5 per- 
cent). The effect of environments 


was different; 12.0 per cent of 
urban students preferred telex and 
teleprinter work against 9.1 per 
cent for rural students. It is advis- 
able, therefre, to direct the related 
programmes basically to urban 
students in all types of schools. 

Architectural drafting was 
equally preferred by students of 
private schools (12.5 per cem) and 
UNRWA schools (12.1 percent), 
but the degree of preference 
ebbed to 10.9 per cent for stu- 
dents’ of governmental schools. 
Besides, the preference of urban 
Students (11.8 per cent) was 
higher than that of rural students 
(9.1 per cent). It is therefore 
advisable to direct the related 
programmes to urban students in 
UNRWA and private schools. 

Lab-Technician ship, very much 
the same as architectural drafting, 
was mostly and equally preferred 
by students of private schools 
(12.5 per cent) and UNRWA 
schools (12.5 per cent), with the 
percentage dropping to 10.8 per 
cent. for students of governmental 
schools. The effect of envi- 
ronment was negligible (11.4 per 
cent for urban students and 11.7 
per cent for rural students). It. 
could be seen that the differences 
were marginal for all categories of 
students. Therefore, it is recom- 
mended that the related appren- 
ticeship programmes be directed 
to all students indiscriminately. 

The alternative trades which, 
attract students least, of all include 
work in restaurant and hotel 
trades, which was preferred by, 
. only 1 .6 per cent of total students. 
Next in degree of weakness of pre- 
ference came factory work in 
industries (chemical, textile, plas- 
tics) which was preferred by only 
2.7 per cent of total students. This 
was followed by working as elec- 
trician which appealed to 2.9 per 
cent of total students. 

Thus it seems that the task of 
promoting vocational appren- 
ticeship in the field of man- 
ufacturing industries encounters 
considerable difficulties. To that 
end, we do not need only intensive 
promotion efforts, particularly 
information campaigns, but also a 
lot of patience until change will 
have worked itself upon social 
values and attitudes, and until the 
- impact of pure economic need will ' 
have shown, up. 
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Israel powerless to stop ‘highly embarrassing’ leaks

JERUSALEM — Every Sunday 
afternoon, a few hours after the 
Israeli cabinet has finished its 
weekly meeting, Israel Radio 
broadcasts the main points of its 
supposedly secret proceedings. 

The broadcast usually includes 
direct quotations from the dis- 
cussion. details of clashes or sharp 
exchanges between ministers and 
a precise breakdown of any votes 
taken. 

"The problem of leaks from 
secret meetings in this country has 
reached the proportions of a dis- 


ease, ” a senior government offi- 
cial who is present at cabinet meet- 
ings said. 

"It has become almost imposs- 
ible to keep secrets and this some- 
times has a damaging effect on our 
relations with other countries and 
is highly embarrassing.” be added. 

Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin has several times demanded 
that cabinet leaks be stopped. 
Other Israeli leaders have 
suggested trying to find the cul- 
prits and punishing them, but no 
practical steps have been taken. 

The official said he sometimes 
had the impression listening to the 
cabinet discussion that ministers 


made statements with the prior 
intention of leaking them to the 
press later. 

“You occasionally feel you’re 
Listening to a public debate instead 
of a serious discussion of national 
policy,” he said. 

An Israeli political reporter 
who covers the cabinet said not all 
ministers leaked and not all were 
trustworthy. 

“Sometimes we are man- 
ipulated by ministers trying to gain 
free publicity for themselves qr 
carrying out private feuds against 
political rivals. You just have to be 
careful,” he said. 

All Israeli reporters have their 


cabinet sources but some are 
especially identified with par- 
ticular ministers. Israel Radio's 
Shimon Shiffer is thought to be 
dose to Defence Minister Ariel 
Sharon. Yosef Harif of the Maariv 
newspaper is said to enjoy the 
favour of Prime Minister Begin. 

The reporter said he usually 
took the initiative in telephoning 
ministers after the cabinet meet- 
ing. But minis ters have occa- 
sionally called him. 

“If they think they said some- 
thing particularly impressive or 
important, they will give the entire 
quote and also add what other 
ministers said in reply,” he said. 


“One way Mr. Begin tries to keep 
leaks down is by discussing impor- 
tant matters, such as negotiations 
on the withdrawal of Israeli troops 
from Lebanon, in a mini-cabinet 
consisting of himselt Mr. Sharon 
and Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir. 

The flow of information from 
the mini-cabinet to the press is- 
considerably less than from the 
full cabinet. But there are still 
leaks. 

For example, Mr. Harif recently 
published virtually the entire text 
of a confidential letter sent by U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan to Mr. 
Begin. 


Foreign diplomats say the leaks 
complicate their task and are 
sometimes highly embarrassing to 
their governments. One recalled 
the case last year when Mr. Begin 
delivered an unusually sharply- 
worded note to U.S. Ambassador 
Samuel Lewis. 

The text of the note was broad- 
vast on Israel Radio before Mr. 
Lewis had even had time to return 
to his embassy and transmit it to 
Washington. 

The cabinet is not the only 
source of information available to 
Israeli reporters. The problem of 
leaks from the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs Committee, whose pro- 


ceedings are supposed to be sec- 
ret, iseven worse, the official said. 

■’Sometimes you see committee 
members sneak out of the meeting 
to brief reporters before it has 
even ended.” the reporter added. 

Last week, committee members 
leaked details of Israel's con- 
ditions for withdrawing its troops 
from Lebanon after Mr. Sharon 
briefed the committee on them. 

Government officials leak 
information less frequently than 
politicians. “They only do it when 
they are sure their minister wants 
them to or when they are con- 
vinced they can get away with it.” 
the reporter said.“Otherwise they 


risk losing their job." 

Despite the mass of information 
assailing the public, a few aspects 
of Israeli life remain secret, such 
as the intelligence services, milit- 
ary affairs and arms sales. 

In wartime the leaks dry up a 
little and on rare occasions the 
cabinet has held secret meetings. 

. Last September's Beirut mas- 
sacre of Palestinians was a classic 
example of how potent leaks can 
be. Within days, the media estab- 
lished the depth of Israeli 
involvement and public pressure 
forced a reluctant Mr. Begin into 
appointing a high-powered 
inquiry.

Major title win could solve Yorkshire’s 
all internal problems, says Crawford 


Sri Lanka snatches 1st win over ACT 


LONDON (R) — The discontent 
which has unsettled English 
county cricket club Yorkshire 
could disappear overnight if they 
won a major title, according to 
dub chairman Michael Crawford. 

Crawford, speaking after the 
release of a special in-depth report 
on the club's affairs, said: “York- 
shire need only to win something 
for a lot of trouble to disappear.”

Lack of sponsors forces Fittipaldi 
motor racing team to close down 


SAO PAULO (R) — Brazil* s Fit- 
tipaldi Formula One motor racing 
team Monday announced it was 
closing down for lack of sponsors 
after a long losing battle for suc- 
cess on the track and money off it. 

But the team, led by former 
world champion Emerson Fit- 
tipaldi and his brother Wilson, 
pledged to continue the search for 
backers. 

The Sao Paulo-based organ- 
isation declared in a statement: 
"Possibly the team will return to 
Formula One in 19S4 or 85.” 

Fittipaldi Automativa. the 
workshops at reading. England, 
which have spearheaded the 
Brazilians' Grand Prix challenge, 
.has closed, the statement said. 



The Fittipaldis’ only success in 
eight years was second place in the 
1978 Brazilian Grand Prix on Rio 
de Janeiro’s Jacarepagua Circuit 
where the 1983 season gets 
underway next month. 

The project, launched in 1974, 
was bailed by its promoters as a 
chance to show off Brazil's 
advanced technology and put the 
country and its fast-growing 
industry firmly on the motor sport 
map. 

But the car, even with Emerson 
Fittipaldi at the heel, could not 
match the dream and was reduced 
to qualifying in time trials despite 
a series of new models. 

The Fittipaldi began with the 
help of various Brazilian motor 
parts companies and found its first 
proper sponsor in 1974 in a con- 
tract with the sugar- producing 
Cooperative Copersucar. 

Five years and several million 
dollars later the cooperative had 
had enough and Skol Breweries 
took over, followed by the Prelli 
tyre firm and CaJoi, a Sao Paulo 
cycle- maker.

HERZOGENAURACH, West 
. Germany — When black Ameri- 
can Jesse Owens won four gold 
medals at the 1936 Berlin Oly- 
mpics, he wrecked Hitler’s ideas 
of Aryan superiority but put two 
German brothers who made his 
shoes on the road to a fortune. 

Hie success story of Adidas, 
now the world’s largest sports 
shoe company, had started a few 
years before iu a kitchen in this 
small Bavarian town where Alfred 
Dassler made his first pair of shoes 
on a cutting machine driven by 
brother Rudolf riding a static 
“bicycle". 

Their shoes were worn for the 
first time at the 1928 Olympic 
games in Amsterdam. Four years 
later the first Olympic medal, a 
bronze, was won in Dassler shoes, 
but Owens’ triump was the real 
breakthrough. 

Aided by it. the company has 
grown from a two-man operation 
to one of West Germany’s largest 
private concerns and an inter- 
national market leader so domin- 
ant that 80 percent of competitors 
at the last Olympics chose its 
equipment. 

Now, with the Olympics in Los 
Angeles only 1 7 months away, a 
strong challenge is coming from 
the U.S. firm Nike, but Adidas is 
confident it can stay ahead. It has 
been chosen as the official equip- 
ment supplier for the 1984 games. 

Soon after Germany’s defeat in 
World War II the Dossiers were 
back in business, making shoes out 
of tent canvas and bits of plastic 
previously used to build petrol 
tanks for armoured cars. 

But the two brothers parted 
company in 1948 after a monu- 
mental row. Rudolf took half the 
firm’s machinery and workforce to

Last January Emerson Fit- 
tipaldi won a promise of support 
from Brazilian President Joao 
Figueiredo. But at a time of 
economic recession in Brazil, a 
proposal for joint sponsorship by a 
group of 20 local companies met 
Utile success. 

“The motive for this 
announcement was the partial 
lack of sponsors for the team in 
1981 and 1982 and the total lack 
of sponsorship in 1983." the Fit- 
tipaldi statement said.

The team’s fate was fore- 
shadowed when Emerson Fit- 
tipaldi paid his farewell to 
Brazilian motor racing fans before 
the 1981 Grand Prix in Rio. Dur- 
ing a lap of honour, the car broke 
down and mechanics has to sprint 
across the course to restart it. 


found the Puma sports equipment 
firm, no w the world’s third biggest 
sports shoe company, on the 
opposite bank of the river in Her- 
zogenaurach: 

The two brothers never 
exchanged another word although 
they are buried in the same chur- 
chyard overlooking their medieval 
home town. 

The bitter rivalry between the 
t$vo firms is now said to be a thing 
of the past but in two hours of talks’ 
with Reuters, Adidas officials 
never once mentioned the name of 
Rudolf Dassler. 

Alfred “Adi” Dassler founded 
the firm Adidas soon after the spUt 
and set about rethinking the basics 
of sport shoemaking. 

A perfectionist, he constantly 
harried the stars for advice and 
criticism of Adidas equipment, 
building a reputation for qualify 
and attention to detail that partly 
explains his success. 

The Dassler brothers founded 
their business on the Maxim: “it’s 
not advertising that counts — it’s 
winners," but Adidas tries to back 
the winners by spending some five 
per cent of annual turnover on 
promotion. 

Believing that sales benefit 
more from performances on the 
field than by advertising in the 
media and around stadiums, it 
uses a large chunk of this to con- 
tract teams and individual players 
to wear Adidas clothes. 

And every one of them carries 
the company trademark of three 
parallel stripes, an instantly rec- 
ognisable advertisement with 
every step they run. 

The 500 athletics world records 
set in Adidas shoes, the blanket 
coverage at the Olympfcs, the 60 
per cent of players in last 
summer’s soccer World Cup who 
wore Adidas boots, all help per- 
suade amateur sportsmen to 


choose Adidas, the firm believes. 

As a result, it now employs 
aitound 10,000 people worldwide, 
producing 700 separate sports 
articles and 280,000 pairs 'of shoes 
daily. 

Adidas is still a family business, 
maintaining the founders trad- 
itional silence on financial details. 
But turnover is estimated by 
industry sources at around two bil- 
lion marks ($800 million)- 

Adi Dasslers widow Kaethe 
beads a managing group made up 
of her son and four daughters. 
Company sources admit there 
have been clashes of personality in 
the past, adding that the lack of a 
named successor to Kaethe 
Dassler may cause problems in the 
future. 

But a more immediate chal- 
lenge is coming from the U.S. . 
Nike firm, which built up its sales 
and reputation on the jogging 
boom in the United States. 

N ike's recent growth has been 
extraordinary, with turnover ris- 
ing from $14 million in 1976 to 
$694 million in 1982 and a current 
workforce of 3,600. 

Adidas at first regarded jogging 
as a purely North American Fad 
and Company spokesman Michael 
Riehl admits that the firm was 
caught on the bop by its popularity 
in Europe. 

“Nike is currently our biggest 
competitor, espeically in the U.S.” 
said Mr. Riehl. But he added: “A 
great deal of their equipment is 
produced in the Far East and is 
therefore cheaper. But we- believe 
customers prefer Adidas quality.” 

And depsite the U5. com- 
petition, the West German firm 
has been chosen as official equip- 
ment supplier to the 1984 Oly- 
mpics in Los Angeles. So for four 
more years at least, the three para- 
llel stripes look set to continue 
their winning ways.

South African XI wins

CAPE TOWN (R) — A South African XI rose to the occasfon with 
effective outcricket to beat the rebel West Indian cricketers by 43 
runs and take a 2-0 lead in their series of six one-day matches here 
Tuesday. 

The South Africans made a relatively moderate 194 for eight in 
their allotted 50 overs but dismissed the touring team for 151 with 
7.2 overs to spare. 

New-ball bowler Steve Jefferies and left-arm spinner Alan Kourfe 
did most of the damage with three wickets each, while fast bowler 
Garth Ie Roux made an equally telling contribution by taking one for 
five in 34 deliveries. 

The South Africans’ other heroes were Ren McEwan, top scorer 
with 61, and captain Peter Kirsten, who hit 50. 

They shared a fourth wicket partnership of 95 in 72 minutes to pul] 
the side out of a dismal start in which the first three wickets fell for 42 
to fast-medium left-arm Bernard Julien. 

Julian sent back openers Jimmy Cook and Barry Richards, and 
also Graeme Pollock, cheaply and finished with three for 1 7 in his 10 
overs. 

McEwan, in bis first match against the West Indians, struck 
medium pacer Coliis King for 14 in one over, but when the stand was 
broken the South Africans faded. Five wickets tumbled for 38. with 
an unbeaten 34 by Le Roux being the only other notable con- 
tribution. 

The West Indians never recovered from a bad start in which they 
struggled to 43 for three off 22 overs before tea.

Watson, Le Roux and Kourie polished off the tail, though Syl- 
vester Clarke provided a late flourish with a vigorous 31.

The meeting of the fund’s 
policy-making interim committee 
of 22 finance ministers and central 
bankers was originally set for 

•* April but was brought forward to 
next Thursday and Friday because 
of mounting debt problems faced 
by developing countries in Latin 

- America and elsewhere. 

Monetary sources expect the 
co m mittee to. endorse an increase 
of nearly SO per cent in quotas that 
alb 146 IMF members must , 
pledge, boosting the total to sqjxte 
$99 billion, a rise of $33 billion at 
current exchange rales. 

The committee is also expected 
to raise the financing of the IMF's 
General Arrange meats to Borrow 
(GAB), a pool of funds estab- 
lished by the industrial countries, 
to $19 billion from S7.1 billion 
and to widen its availability "to all 

. members. 

■ Argentina. Mexico, Brazil and 
Yugoslavia are. among the coun- 
tries which have had to seek 
urgent financial aid from the IMF 
in recent months. 

- It was largely because of the 
need to restore confidence to the 
international banking community, 
which had been shaken by the pos- 
sibility of a major borrower 

. defaulting on its debt and causing 
a crisis in the international finan- 
cial system, that it was decided to 
advance the date of the meeting.

Delegates from the Group of 
24, which speaks on behalf of poor 
countries, will also meet and are 
expected to' outline a programme 
calling for a sharper increase in 
economic aid 

Developing countries are also 
expected to object to proposed 
conditions on the expansion of 
lending under the GAB. At pre- 
sent only the top 10 industrialised 
nations can -draw from the pool. 

Under the plan, first proposed 
by the U.S., the additional funding 
would only be released by the 
GAB when regular IMF resources 
were virtually all spent. 

For an international lending 
agency that has major untapped 
resources, including $50 billion in 
gold, arriving at a formula for 
deciding that it has run out of 
funds would be a complex bus- 
iness. 

Whatever is finally agreed- on 
quotas, the Reagan administ- 
ration faces a tough fight in Con- 
gress to get the increases 
approved 

In the past, the United States, 
the agency's largest contributor, 
has often run into major problems 
in Congress when seeking author- 
isation for IMF or World Bank 
financing and this year is expected 
to be no exception. 

The U.S. has near-record 
unemployment rates, a still very 
weak economy, and is suffering' 
record budget deficits of around 
$200 billion. Against such a back- 
ground some congressmen would 
prefer to see the ‘money go for job 
creation or toward balancing the 
budget 

Congress has already held a 
number of hearings on the world 
debt crisis and other international 
economic jnatters .wher e - t h$

means it would suffer seriously if

Monetary sources expect that in 
the end Congress will go along 
with the . refunding of the U.S.

The sources said that the 
interim committee would aiy» 
receive a report oh the global 
economy which would be more 
optimistic than last year's review. 

_ The report says that with infla- 
tion now more or less under, con- 
trol, governments could relax 
their monetary policies somewhat 
to help the process of economic 
recovery. 

Meanwhile European Com- 
munity governments Monday 
agreed to seek a rise of at least 50 


per cent in the IMF basic lending 
resources. 

West German Finance Minis ter 
Gerhard Stollenberg said' that he 
would be pressing for the increase 
on the Community's behalf at the 
interim committee meeting. 

Mr. Stoltenberg, who was 
speaking at a news conference 
after talks between Community 
finance ministers here, is the cur- 
rent president of ^he Common 
Market’s finance counci l. 

European monetary officials 
said that Mr. Stoltenberg would 
tell Thursday's meeting the Com- 
munity wanted implementation of 
the quota increases to be com- 
pleted by the end of this year. 


Aid to Ghanaian deportees swells 

GENEVA. (R) — International aid donations to help foreign work- 
ers expelled from.Nigeria have jumped to over $12 million from $1 .2 
million later last week. United Nations officials said Tuesday. 

Boosted by about $5 milli on from the European Co mm un ity and 
$4.5 million from Italy, the aid wave has swelled to an extent that 
could make distribution of the money and supplies a major problem, 
officials of the U.N. Disaster Relief Office (UNDRO) told Reuters.

Kuwait denies cut in oil price 


KUWAIT (OPECNA) — Kuwaiti 02 Minister Ali Khalifa AJ 
Sabah has denied reports that Kuwait has sold crude oil to a 
Japanese company S4 below the official OPEC benchmark price' 
of S34 per barrel. Sheikh A1 Sabah told the “AJ Qabas" news- 
paper that Kuwait was committed to the offidal OPEC price and 
he called on other members to act likewise. The newspaper 
quoted oil ministry sources as saying Kuwait had turned down a 
Japanese request to reduce.its offidal oil price.

Bush lauds Mitterrand’s stand 
on medium-range U.S. missiles 


PARIS ( R) U.S. Vice-President George Bush, in Paris on the sixth 

stop of his European tour, praised President Francois Mitterrand’s 
stand on medium-range missiles and renewed Washington's call for 
fresh Soviet arms proposals. 

“President Mitterrand has made France's position eloquently and 
forcefully dear: To stand with her allies in our determination to 
confront” this threat to the peace that we have all worked so hard to 
preserve." Mr. Bush said on amvaL 

Mr. Mitterrand, whose administration includes four members or 
France's pro-Moscow Communist Party, is one of the strongest 
advocates of the NATO decision to deploy 572 Pershing and Cruise 
missiles in Europe if U.S. Soviet arms talks in Geneva fail. 

External Relations Minister Claude Cheysson. who met Mr. Bush 
on his arrival from Rome, said Monday France believed Moscow 
would agree to a solution once Kremlin leader Yuri Andropov 
understood the equadon “failure at Geneva equals Pershings". 

None of the new missiles is due to be based in France, whose 
nuclear force is outside the North Atlantic Treaty Organisation 
(NATO) military command. 

In his statement at Orly airport. Mr. Bush described Mr. Mit- 
terrand as a •formidable statesman" and quoted a remark made by 
the French president in a subsequently published letter to his sister 
before World War II. 

- 1: all comes back to this.To win or to lose. To stand still is to begin 
to lose.” ‘ 

Mr. Bush said: “France and the United States and our NATO 
allies are resolved that we will not stand still while our security is

Col. Castillo was captured in 
July in the northeastern province 
of Morazan when his helicopter 
crashed. 

The guerrillas say he is alive and 
well and that they have offered to 
exchange him for six insurgent 
leaders held by the government. 
The government has not con- 
firmed the swap offer. 

The military high command 
announced that Col. Mario Reyes 
Mena would become the new 
chief-of-staff. 


A military spokesman said the 
shifts had no political overtones 
and were only the government’s 
effort to fill a’ post considered to 
have been vacant for'too long.' 

Appeal for coup 

SAN SALVADOR (R) — An 
advertisement calling on the El 
Salvador armed forces to change 
the political situation “now or 
never” and widely regarded as an 
appeal for a military coup, 
appeared in local newspapers 
Monday. 

The half-page advertisement, 
paid for by a hitherto unknown 
group called the crusade for peace 
and jobs, appealed to “honest 
military men still left in the armed 
forces to prove themselves and 
change the country's situation, 
which betrays the Salvadorean 
people." 


JERUSALEM (R) — The 
three-member Israeli judicial 
commission of inquiry which 
reported Tuesday on events sur- 
rounding the massacre of Pales- 
tinian civilians in the South Beirut 
camps of Sabra and Shatila last 
September was appointed by the 
cabinet on OcL 1. 

It was formed after massive 
public pressure inside Israel, 
including the largest demon- 
stration ever held in the country 
when some 400,000 people 
gathered in central Tel Aviv. 

The retiring president of the 
Israeli supreme court. Justice Yit- 
zhak Kalian, was appointed 
chairman, with Justice Aharon 
Barak and reserve army Maj. 
Gen. Yona Efrat as members.. 

The commission began its hear- 
ings on Oct. 20, in a small clas- 
sroom on the campus of the Heb- 
rew University in Jerusalem, and 
met a total of 1 1 4 days to hear and 
then consider verbal and written 
testimony. 

Forty-nine witnesses appeared 
before- it in 58 sessions, 24 of 
which were public. 

In addition, commission staff 
investigators, including a senior 
police officer and two senior state 
advocates .and their aides, ques- 
tioned a further 160 witnesses.

Memories of French resistance herd 
revived as Klaus Barbie awaits trial

LYONS. France — The lives of 
Jean Moulin, model French pat- 
riot. and Klaus Barbie, model 
German Nazi, crossed fatefully for 
both men on June 21, 1943. 

Moulin, arrested by Barbie 
when the Gestapo officer burst 
into a resistance movement coun- 
cil of war, died of torture within 
days. 

His killing as much as any other 
of Barbie’s war crimes hoisted the 
“butcher of Lyons" into the upper 
reaches of Nazi demonology in 
France. 

The echoes of that meeting in a 
doctor's surgery in a Lyons suburb 
have not ceased to reverberate 
.since the war. The names of the 
actors are irrevocably intertwined 
in the annals of the occupation. 

The ashes of Moulin, former 
head of the resistance, now lie in 

the Pantheon in Paris. Hie hal- 
lowed resting place of the heroes 
of France. 

Barbie, an ailing 69, sits as a 
prisoner in the same Lyons prison 
where he was once a feared jailer 
and awaits trial for crimes against 
humanity. The charges include the 
murder of Jean Moulin. 

“Enemies in life, they are 
brothers in history.” a former 
resistance fighter said after Bar- 
bie’s return at the weekend from 
exile in Bolivia to face French jus- 
tice. 

Jean moulin was 43. when Bar-

Months of patient efforts 
resulted in the formation of the 
national resistance council. 
Moulin presided at the first meet- 
ing only days before his arrest. 

The man who captured him. as a 
result of another Frenchman’s 
treachery, was of quite a different 
stripe. 

Barbie, a teachers son, was a 
Nazi from 1933 and as late as 
1972, when he was first unmasked 
in Bolivia, boasted that his con- 
victions were unchanged. - 

A full-time member of the SS 
after 1937. he first served the Ges- 
tapo in the Netherlands. He 
arrived in Lyons in 1942 to head 
the Gestapo's intelligence gather- 
ing department. 

A Gestapo ■ file on Barbie 
described him as disciplined and 
reliable, capable of good judg- 
ment and with a lively intelligence . 
“ He shows no sign of any par- 
ticular weakness," it concluded. 

In Lyons, where his job was to 
smash the solid resistance net- 
work, his energy was rewarded 
with the Iron Cross First Class. 

France accuses him of respon- 
sibility for the deaths of at least 
4,000 people, 500 of whom were 
shot on his orders in July and 
, August of 1944 alone. 

Barbie, who assumed the name 
of Klaus Altmann in Bolivia 
where his activities included drug 
trafficking and advising the 
former military dictatorship, no 
longer denies his true identity.

know which of the six men taken 
was the head of the resistance. 
Nevertheless he quickly focused 
his tortures on Moulin. 

Christian Pineau, later a gov- 
ernment minister but under arrest 
by the occupation authorities in 
1943, and Barbie's Swiss interpre- 
ter both said last week that they 
saw Moulin bathed in blood and 
horribly injured after he was ques- 
tioned. 

Both add that he was dying. But 
Barbie claims Moulin was handed 
over to French authorities in good 
health. 

Confusion still. abounds about 
the date of his death and whether 
it was in Lyons ot while he was 
being transported elsewhere. 

But French authorities say there 
is no doubt the wounds which 
killed him were inflicted by Bar- . 
bie. His body was burned by the 
Germans in Paris. 

But his spirit has never ceased 
•to haunt Barbie. It was evoked 
when France tried unsuccessfully 
to persuade American forces in 
postwar Germany to extradite him 
for trial. It was evoked again when 
he was tried in absentia in France 
in 1952 and 1954 and sentenced 
to death on both occasions. 

It haunts him again today in the 
city where the drama was enacted 
four decades ago but remains as 
‘dear in the collective memory of 
Lyons as if it were yesterday. 

In a memorable oration he deli- \ 
vered at the state inhumation of 1 
Moulin’s ashes in the Patheon in 
1964. Andre Malraux said: 

“ Listen today, youth of France, 
to what for us was a.litany of mis- i 
ery ... think today of- this man as. 
you would if you could place your 
hands close to his maltreated face 
on the last day of his life, close to j 
those lips which never betrayed. 

" That day, this face was the face 
of France.”

Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin is criticised for his “indif- 
ference to the military decision’* 
being taken by Mr. Sharon at the 
time of the massacre.. 

But the commission said it did 
npt consider- Mr. Begin's failings 
justified calling for his resignation. 

“The prime mihistef's lack of 
involvement in the entire matter 
casts on him a certain degree of 
responsibility.” the report said. 

Foreign Minister- . Yitzhak 
Shamir is censured for failing to 
pass on early information he 
received from another minister 
about the massacre. But this omis- 
sion did not justify asking him to 
resign, the report said. 

“It is difficult to find jus- 
tification for such disdain for 
information that came from 
another member of the cabinet,” 
it added. 

Chief of Staff Rafael Eitan is 
severely criticised for disregarding 
the danger of sending the Falan- 
gists into the camps. r 

The commission said . it was 
meaningless to demand Gen. 
Eitan’ s dismissal because he was 
due to retire in April and an exten- 
sion of his command was not being 
considered 

“The chief of staff did not order 
the appropriate steps to avoid the 
danger (of a massacre) and his ; 
failure to do so. is tantamount to a 
breadi of duty," the report said. 

Director of military intelligence 
Yehoshua Saguy is blamed for 
“indifference and a conspicuous i 
lack of concern, of shutting bis 
eyes and ears to a matter which it 
was incumbent on (him)-, to open 
his eyes and listen welL” 

The commission said Maj. Gen. i 
Saguy 5 s negligence was so serious j 
that he should be dismissed 
immediately. 

The . northern front regional 
commander, Gen. Amir Drori, is 
credited with taking certain pre- 
cautions to stop the massacre but 
censured for not following them 
through properly. 

The commission said his failings 
did not warrant 'asking for his dis- 
. missal, especially in view of h is dif- 
ficult tads as commander of Israeli 
forces in. Lebanon at the tune, 

Beirut forces co mm anderAmos 
Yaron is censured for being what- 
'the report termed insensitive to 
the dangers of a massacre. - i 

“This was a thoroughly mis - 
taken judgement on the part of 
■Brig. Gen. Yaron and a grave, 
j - error was committed .by a high- 
ranking officer,” the report said. 

. The head of the Mossad intel- 
ligence service, whose name is 
kept secret, is pritirised for not 
expressing! bis opinion about the- 
danger of sending the Falangists 
into the refugee camps in the 
cabinet 

But the commission said it did, 
not consider tbisonrisskm as sen- • 
ous and, in other respects, it 
added, Mossad performed in a 
satisfactory manner. 

The commission cleared .Mr.. 
Sharon's adviser, Avi Dudai, of 
allegations that he failed to pass,, 
on early reports of the massacre to 
his superiors. 


Shamir cuts 
short West 
Europe tour 

BRUSSELS .(R) — Israeli Fore- 
ign Minister Yitzhak Shamir, cur- 

• ready in West Germany, was cut- 
ting short a European tour as a 
result of the publication in Israel 
Tuesday of a judicial inquiry 
report on last September’s mas- 

• sacre of Palestinians in Beirut, an 
Israeli embassy spokesman here 
said. 

Mr. Shamir would fly directly 
home instead of going on to Lux- 
embourg and Belgium as planned, 
he said. 

After a brief stop in Lux- 
embourg, Mr. Shamir had been 
due in Brussels Wednesday night 
to meet Belgian ministers, Euro- 
pean community officials and 
•NATO Secretary-General Joseph 
Luns. _. 

Mr. Shamir told the foreign 
ministers of Luxembourg and 
Belgium he hoped to be able to 
make the planned visits in the near 
future, the spokesman said. 

Right-wing 
reportedly 
‘ stunned’ 

JERUSALEM (R) — Deputies in 
Israeli Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin's right-wing coalition were 
stunned by severely critical report 
of the judicial inquiry into last 
September’s massacre of Pales- 
tinians in Beirut and some oppos- 
ition politicians called for the gov- 
ernment's resignation. ■ 

The government deputies said 
tbey were under order not to 
comment until the cabinet, which 
was expected to meet later Tues- 
day to discuss the report, had 
issued a statement. < 

But privately they said the find- I 
mgs were certain to rode the gov- 
ernment and could topple it. , 

Opposition Labour Party leader 
Shimon Peres issued instructions 
to his supporters not to react, until 
the party had discussed the report 
But some opposition members 
lost no time in calling for the gov- 
ernment’s immediate resignation. 

“The report proves the gov- 
ernment’s guilt and it must go at 
once ” Mordechai Virshubsky of 
the opposition Change Party told 
Reuters. 

Some right-wing deputies 
started a petition urging Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon to stay in 
his job. 

The commission severely criti- 
cised him and recommended he 
should resign or be sacked. 

There was no immediate reac- 
tion from any of the men criticised 
in the commission report. 

A grim-faced Mr. Sharon, 
accompanied by his wife, met Mr. 
Begin for about 90 minutes Tues- 
day morning and ignored repor- 
terV questions as he left the meet- • 
ing. 


Italians 

criticise

ROME (R) — The four parties of 
Italy’s government faced embar- 
rassing parliamentary criticism 
Tuesday over the scramble to 
comer top. jobs in state cor- 
porations. 

The Republican Party of former 
P rime Minister Giovanni Spado- 
lint joined the opposition Com- 
munists in waiting Jor curbs on 
Italy’s nepojtistk: “jobs for the 


boys” system.

In practice over ’ the years, 
Italy’s big state concerns have 
been regarded as fiefdoms to be 
divided up among the ruling par- 
ties. The present coalition com- 
prises the dominant Christian 
Democrats, their Socialist rivals, - 
Social Democrats and Liberals. 

The debate .was prompted by 
last month's controversial sacking' 
of Umberto Colombo, Christian 
Deipocrat-backed head of the 
state energy group ENL after only 
three months in office. A former 
^Socialist finance minister. Franco 
Reviglio, replaced him . 

Mr Spadolini said public opin- 
ion condemned the shuffle,' which - 
he called “an episode of par- 
tycratic. degeneration.” He 
pledged to put his weight behind 
promoting a new code of conduct 
in assigning top jobs. 

The Communists, the. second- 
largest party afterthe Christian

Hong Kong cracks 
down on smoking 

HONG KONG (R) - Hong 
Kong is cracking down on smok- 
ing in pulbic places with a big 
extension of non-skeming areas 
and fines of 1,000 dollars'^ 155 ) 
for those who light up in defiance 
of the new regulations. A gov- 
ernment spokesman said that 
from Feb. 15 at least half of all sea- 
ting in cinemas, concert halls and 
theatres must be set aside for 
zton-smokers. Smoking will be for* 
bidden on the lower decks of 
double-decker buses and trams 
and in 50 per cent of passenger 
accommodation on trains and fer- 
ries. It will be banned entirely in 
single-decker buses and public 
lifts. THe govern mem of the Brit- 
ish colony is ordering that heahh 
warnings, already mandatory for 
cigarette advertisements in news- 
papers and magazines, should 
eventually. apply to all cigarette 
advertising. 

Reagan wants funds 
for nerve gas 

WASHINGTON (R)— President 
Reagan has asked for S 1 58 million 
to build nerve gas shells in the 
- 1984 budget year. Defence 
Department officials said. Last 
year Congress rebuffed his 
request for $54 million for this 
purpose. Defence Secretary Cas- 
par Weinberger, justifying the 
request to Congress, said existing 
U.S. stockpiles of chemical 
weapons were inadequate, with 
some deterioration through age. 

7-year-old loses 

54.000 marks 

HANAU, West Germany (R) — 
A seven-year-old boy stole his 
father’s fife savings of 54.000 
marks ($ 22 , 000 ) and went on a 
shopping spree, coming' home 
with only a toy gun and no idea 
. where the rest of the money had 
gone, police said. The boy named 
Markus had run out of pocket 
money of his own. The boy’s 
brother hater found 27,000 marks 
($ 11 , 000 ) in a churchyard, and 
another 4,000 marks (SI, 600) 
were found stuffed into a cigarette 
vending machine, but some 

22.000 marks ($9,000) are still 
missing. Police are appealing for 

■ people who find any cash to bring 
it to the nearest police station. A 
police spokesman said, “nothing 
has been handed in yet- The father 
is a bit upset." 

Castro to visit 
Western Europe 

MADRID (R) — Cuban leader 
Fidel Castro will visit Spam. 
France and Sweden later this year 
in his first-ever trip to Western 
Europe, official Spanish sources 
said Tuesday. The sources told 
newsmen the Cuban leader’s West 
European tour was already in an 
: advanced stage of planning. The 
sources said the trip was expected 
to take place in the autumn and 
added that the itinerary could 
possibly be extended to include 
Austria. They said the visit could 
be seen as part of a concerted pol- 
icy by West European Socialist 
leaders to balance the U.S. iso- 
lation of cuba. 

Poland expels 
U.S. lecturer 

WARSAW (R) — Poland has 
expelled a United States citizen 
working as a lecturer at Wroclaw 
Polytechnic for “engaging in hos- 
tile anti-Socialist activities." State 
television said Gareth Sobczyk 
had ties with underground Sol- 
idarity groups and took part in 
'street demonstrations during the 
martial law period. 

ICRC begins 
probe in Surinam

the death of Maj. Roy Hoik 
found dead in his cell last _ weefc 
after being accused of leading a 
plot to oust Surinam's mibtaty 
rulers.
